They sought to 
learn whether some clue, previously 
overlooked, might be revealed.

that in many instances It is neces- 
sary for undercover agents to both 
drink and buy drinks In order to 
obtain evidence. On the other hand. 
County Judge Dierks and County 
Attorney Heinke of Otoe county de- 
plored these methods and blamed 
them for the general disrespect for 
law and officers. 
The argument reached its peak 


when Deputy State Sheriff Frank 
Weygint told the board that in his 
opinion charges were ffled against 
Biggs because county officers "had 
a sore spot" resulting from a tangle 
over a previous liquor case. Wey- 
gint also told the board that Bounty 
Attorney Heinke had told him that 
County Judge Dierks "was off of 
evidence men and wouldn't listen to 
them." 
Weygint's statement was 


verified by Deputy Sheriff Gene 
Battan. 
Judge Dierks, however, denied 
that he had ever given any indica- 
tion of such an attitude, and fur- 
thermore said he was in entire sym- 
pathy with the obtaining of evi- 
dence against bootleggers so long as 
those methods were legitimate. 
"If it is the general practice of 
evidence men to drink and give 
away liquor, it is time that this 
practice is stopped," Judge Dierks 
told the board. "I will not coun- 
tenance it -within my jurisdiction. 
An officer has a certain puolic 
trust. It doesn't seem consistent 
that to enforce the law an officer 
must violate the same law. He 
shouldn't be excused because he 
is a state man. He should be an 
example." 


lake "Fallen Angel." 
This view was also taken by 


County Attorney Heinke, who de- 
clared that "an officer who vio- 
lates the law is like an angel fallen 
from grace." 


"Nothing is more despicable than 


an officer who violates the law 
and his oath," he asserted. 
In 
this 
particular 
instance 


Heinke told the board that Bryant 
probably would not have sold the 
liquor had not Biggs "spent a half 
or three-quarters of an hour trying 
to get it* from him." 


He told the board that Bryant 
said he hud tlu liquor for his own 
use and only sold it to Biggs "to 
get rid of him." Biggs purchased 
what was left in a bottle for $2, 
according to the story Bryant told 
Heinke. 
Paul Jessen, Nebraska City at- 
torney, 
who 
was 
counsel 
for 
Bryant, told the board that he 
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had asked that charges be filed 
against Biggs. 


"Nothing creates more disrespect 


for the law than when the public 
Is given reason to bfJlev thwt 
the law Is for certain classes of 
citizens, and that certain classes 
are Immune. 
Methods employed by Biggs in 
obtaining evidence in Cass county 
were also referred to and described 
as questionable. Biggs, in rite own 
behalf, told the board that he had 
only followed the customary prac- 
tices of undercover agents. 
He 
denied that he drank liquor ha- 
bitually. 
"I gave them a drink so they 


wouldn't know I was an evidence 
man," he explained. 
"I don't think the feeling is right 


down there in regard to the of- 
ficers," Deputy Sheriff 
Weygint 


said. 
County Attorney Helnke replied to 
this assertion by telling the board 
that relations between himself and 
the state officers had gone "beyond 
endurance." He declared that he 
was tired of having it Inferred that 
the local officers didn't know what 
they were doing. 
"I have co-operated for" eight 
years. We have always been able to 
take care of our own affairs and 
can still do it. We arc still willing 
to co-operate in the right way," he 
told the board. "There will not be 
any breaking down of the law in 
Otoe county." 
Questioned regarding his instruc- 
tions to his agents. State Sheriff 
Condit said, "I tell them not to 
drink if they can help it. Lots of 
times, if there's a crowd around, a 
man can" get out of a place with 
the evidence unless he buys the 
drinks around. But it's either drink 
or get out of the business. A man's 
blown up in a min\ite if he's dis- 
covered. Then it's useless for the 
state to spend money trying to get 
evidence." 


Many Other Applications. 
The hearing of this case occupied 
practically the entire morning. At 
noon the board still had about 
twenty applications to hear.

RASKOB'S SUCCESSOR. 


After the crushing disappointment of 1916, the wise 


men of the republican party got together and se- 
lected a chairman for the republican national com- 
mittee. They picked upon Will Hays, a comparative- 
ly young man, but a veteran in that famous finishing 
school of politics—the Hoosier commonwealth. , 


Without waiting for another campaign, Mr. Hays 


tossed aside his coat and started to work. He visited 
every state "in the union. He talked to the humble 
workers in the ranks. He got at the bottom of fac- 
tional differences, and .with a brilliant touch of gen- 
ius brought political enemies together. Under his 
warming smile and inspiring words, all traces of ran- 
cor and discord disappeared. What Mr. Hays accom- 
plished in reuniting the warring factions of the re- 
publican party in bel^as- 1916 and 1920 represents 
one of the most conspicuous contributions in the his- 
tory of American politics. When the late Theodore 
Roosevelt split the organization in 1912 it appeared 
that the break would have permanent consequences. 
Much of it had healed by 191s but even with as 
strong and virile a figure as Charles Evans Hughes, 
the republicans could not win in 1912. The results of 
the figh£ of 1912 were still plainly observable in the 
returns from the West and the Pacific coast in 1916. 


Something of the same situation confronted the 


democratic party after the memorable campaign of 
1928. 
The rebellion in the South, and In a lesser 


degree in other sections of the country, was directed 
against Chairman John J. naskob, of the democratic 
national committee; as much as it was aimed at Al 
Smith. It tortured the spirit of those southern dem- 
ocrats to discover a man who had been a republican 
at the helm of the party's affairs, and although it 
cost a. good many of them a mighty-effort they de- 
serted the faith of their fathers. 
• Then Chairman Raskob began to slowly divorce 
himself from the active direction of the" organization. 
It was frightfully in debt. It owed more than had 
been spent in electing Woodrow Wilson in 1916. So 
Mr. Raskob immediately inaugurated a program to 
pay off the indebtedness. That is where his real 
ability manifested itself for without the aid of an 
approaching campaign to spur the interest and loosen 
the purse strings of democracy, he paid off nearly 
a million dollars in a little more than a year's time. 
This accomplished, he gave himself a vacation in 
Europe, leaving a former congressman, and a master 
political strategist in charge of affairs. 


The methods which Mr. Shouse has adopted to re- 


from the decimated ranks of battle-scarred democracy 
revive the memory of Will Hays. He has been as 
painstaking, as untiring, as devoted to his labors as 
the former Hoosier miracle-worker. Mr. .Shouse has 
traveled from coast to coast, exhorting democracy to 
gird .itself for the coming fray in 1932, bringing bos- 
tile groups into accord, and firing both the imagine- 
tion and entMsiasm of the workers within the ranks. 
He has been preaching the Jeffersonian doctrines 
•which find ready response in the breasts of those 
aligned with democracy.. He has been shrewd and un- 
canny in his attack upon the republican party 


Democracy should accord Jay Shouse a great deal 


of credit for the showing which has been made since 
the campaign of 1928. One by one the recalcitrant 
states of the South have swung into line. First the 
test came in Virginia-where an out-and-out contest 
between Smith and antt-Smlth democrats ended in 
the most decisive defeat which Bishop Cannon suf- 
fered in his political career. IWlowing this several 
congressional elections, notably in Massachusetts and 
Kentucky, indicated a revfcorated and determined 
democratic party. NOW North Carolina has come 
into line although to do so meant that it had to 
crush a beloved son and send its idol toppling from 


' his throne. Behind it aU is the hand of Jay Shouse, 


seizing upon economic developments to exploit them 
to their fullest value. The republican party is deal- 
ing with a democratic chairman who knows how to 
use the same weapon which Will Hays employed so 
successfully more than ten years ago. 


GANGSTERS GO TOO FAR. 


The cold-blooded murder of Albeit J. Lingle. vet- 


eran reporter of The Chicago Tribune, who had been 
assigned to the investigation of the recent revival 
of gang slayings in that city, is liable to have a more 
tar reaching effect than was anticipated by those 
interested in having him forever silenced because 
he "knew too much." 


As long as the gangsters confined their activities 


to Twtttng on the spot" and -taking for a ride" peo- 
ple of their own flk and occupation, citizens of Chi- 
cago and'the country at large, while shocked at the 
exhibitions of* flendisbne&s and disregard of law, 
were not greatly concerned otherwise. They knew 
that an of those who were -bumped off were poten- 
tial murderers, if not actual kfflers, and considered 
that business rivals bad" merely done that which the 
Jaw should previously have accomplished. 


When, however, an intUiigtnl ^tfsyni'jei reporter, 


engaged in the performance of his duty, which is to 
inform ihe world of what is being done and who is 
doing it, is ruthlessly shot down by a bullet headed 
thug, merely because be may have been possessed of 
knowledge, the publication of which would have in- 
terfered with the lawless operations of the gangs 
and racketeers who have terrorized and practiced ex- 
tortion upon the decent citizens of Chicago for the 
last dozen years, the situation assumes an entirely 
.different Aspect. 


People must now see that no one who raises his 


voice again&t existing conditions and the ones ws 
sponsJWe therefor, is safe for one moment, no mat- 
ter who or where be may be. The most prominent 
and highly respected citizen of Chicago is liable to 
meet the fate of Albert Lingle. if he shows the 
slightest indication to move effectively against the 
temuhte who have heretofore seemed to bold u 
Impregnable position. 


Soeh a state of affairs cannot exist interminably, 


and it is not improbable that tb» murder of this re- 
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porter will result in so arousing the people of Chi- 
cago tftat they will take the ntcesswy steps to rid 
themselves of the killers, racketeers, blackmailers, 
thugs and extortioners who have made the name 
of their city a hissing and a byword among respec- 
table people in every land. 


Prior to 1890 the mafia had for years carried on 


in New Orleans in much the same manner that the 
gangs have been performing in Chicago, engaging to 
a great extent in blackmail and extortion. It seemed 
impossible to convict members, though they were 
known, witnesses fearing to tell what they knew and 
Jurymen being afraid to do anything other than ac- 
fluit. At length a chief of pollre, intelligent and un- 
afraid, threatened to hang cr send to prison the 
leaders of the society, and he was assassinated. 


Immediately there was an uprising of the people 


of New Orleans. Eleven of the leaders of the mafia 
were hanged and their places of business were de- 
molished. Since then there_Jjas not been the slightest 
trouble from that organization in the Crescent city. 
The manner in whicn it was eliminated was primi- 
tive, but it was effective. Chicago too may become 
aroused. 


NECESSARY ELEMENTS OF GOOD BUSINESS. 
Roger Babson, well known financial expert and 


economist, who was the first to predict the big drop 
in the stock market last November, now contributes 
some advice to manufacturers on how they can build 
up sales of their products even in a time when gen- 
eral business is moving at a comparatively sic™' rate.' 
The key to the situation, he declares, is intelligent 
and persistent advertising. As, Mr. Babson puts it: 


"Business is closely similar to a in-motored air- 


plane. One of the engines is advertising; another is 
personal salesmanship and the third is the mere mo- 
tive force of primitive needs. When you kill the ad- 
vertising engine the business craft can neither speed 
nor climb." 


Every day, he points out, there are seven thousand 


new customers In the United States to whom goods 
may be sold. This includes newly married couples 
setting up their domestic establishments, young peo- 
ple leaving scnool and entenng the ranks of wage- 
earners, and other groups. Babson emphasizes the 
fact that the trade of these new purchasers will 
largely be guided by the information reaching them 
through current advertisements. 


It is, of course, impossible for any business con- 


cern to sit down after attaining a given stage of de- 
velopment and expect to hold what it has without 
putting forth any further effort. That-simply can- 
not be done under modern competitive conditions. 
An enterprise that fails to make progress is bound 
to find itself sooner or later going backward. 


According to the Babson theory, it is essential in 


a successful advertising policy that whatever pub- 
licity program is undertaken be continued without 
interruption. The thousands of new buyers con- 
stantly coming into the market need to have their 
attention enlisted and their interest aroused in the 
articles and services being offered for sale. This is 
especially true in times when trade has slackened 
down below normal. 


Is it conceivable that the present widespread use 


of automobiles could eveirhave been brought about 
without a consistent policy of advertising year after 
year? 
Would manufacturers of electric refrigera- 


tors, oil burning heaters, and many other devices for 
household use have been able to sell their machines 
and appliances by tens of thousands except by letting 
the people know about them? 


What makes one brand of a given food product 


popular and builds up its sales while another of per- 
haps equal merit goes into decline? Advertising. 


To be sure, merchandise must meet the quality test 


in order to establish a dominant position in its field. 
Publicity alone will not win public patronage, but it 
provides the foundation on which a prosperous busi- 
ness can be built up. On the other hand, no matter 
how excellent a product-may be, it cannot find an 
extensive sale unless the-public knows how good it 
is. The old theory of people wearing a path to the 
door of the man who made superior mousetraps has 
been knocked into a cocked hat. Under existing con- 
ditions, he would starve to death, even though he 
had the best mousetrap in the world. 


Newspaper advertising columns carry the ^current 


news of manufacturers and dealers who are alive to 
the needs of the public and prepared to satisfy those 
needs. And, as Babson says, the advertisements are 
as real news to prospective buyers as anything else 
in the paper. 


POST GRADUATE TRAINING. 


Announcement that a post graduate university, de- 


voted entirely to the pursuit of advanced learning 
and exploration in fields of pure science and high 
scholarship is to be' established at Newark, N. J.* 
with an initial endowment of five million dollars, is 
an indication of what may be expected to be one of 
the significant trends of American education in com- 
ing years. 


While America has accomplished remarkable re- 


sults In a general extension of educational opportu- 
nity to all classes and tastes, there has also been a 
steady increase in the proportion of stuaents who re- 
ceive not only a normal college education, but ad- 
vanced training of one sort or another. In the last 
few years there has been an increasing recognition 
that the successful handling of the complex civiliza- 
tion that has resulted irom mechanization of indus- 
try and spectacularljrrapld transportation and com- 
munication will require the training of higher skilled 
and abler thinkers in all fields as leaders in promot- 
ing an intelligent direction of the natural resources 
which man is learning to control. 


America, is beginning "to realize that the success- 


ful direction of complex affairs !n a democracy can- 
not be done by a leveling down procfc*^. It is realiz- 
ing that it can be done successfully not only through 


general raising of the intellectual tone of the na- 


tion but with the eW of intelligent leaders, ably 
trained in fields in which they are interested. The 
hope of America lies in two directions. The first 
is the securing of such *ble leaders as will devote 
their best efforts to the interests of the nation as a 
whole instead of to selfish interests. The second is 
the petsaadlng of the great masses of the nation to 
recognize and to utilize such intelligent leadership. 
One cannot help but feel, despite the vagaries of 
popular elections, swayed as they are by m manifold 
of prejudices and thoughtless emotionalism and 
sentimentaUsm. that if the first could be achieved 
that the second would be rather readily accom- 
plished.

ANSWER. 


Well ,it is hardly as bad as that, 


although any one who has sufficient 
knowledge of the facts must feel 
some measure of sympathy with the 
purging spirit of your protest. Do 
you net think the counts in your 
indictment are somewliat exagger- 
ated? What you call "decadence" is 
very largely a matter of degree or 
relativity. True, there are many ele- 
ments in modern life which are un- 
acceptable to those of us who are 
along in years. But the chief reason 
for our dislike is because we were 
brought up under a different regime. 


The difference between traditional 


music and jazz is a matter of taste, 
not necessarily of morpTs 
Your 
charge against modern dancing has 
something substantial in it, so far 
as certain groups are concerned. 
But the majority who dance do so 
for social recreation, without any 
thought of the objectionable fea- 
tures you name. As to your charge 
against the stage and the novel, I 
can only suggest that since your 
letter concedes there are some good 
plays and worthwhile books, surely 
no one is under any compulsion to 
patronize anything but the best. It 
is therefore a matter of selection. 
The modern girl can speak for 
herself. Doubtless she exhibits a 
freedom and an unconventionahty 
which many older persons regard 
with anxiety. Yet from all trust- 
worthy accounts the girl of every 
age has had the same charges 
brought against her. Grandparents 
who now condemn the younger gen- 
eration were once condemned them- 
selves. 


The best cure for such pessimism 
as yours is suggested in what I have 
already said, namely, that there 
have always been adults who felt 
as you feel. The familiar descrip- 
tion of the daughters of Zion found 
in Isaiah iii:16-23 is a case in point. 
The chaplain to Henry the Second 
of England complained of 
the 
women in that distant time that 
they went to church only to make 
assignations with their lovers. "The 
new fashions of women and the be- 
havior of girls nowadays baffle de- 
scription." wrote "Doleful Giles" in 
1350, and a minstrel of the sixteenth 


centry deplored in much the same 
strain as you do the horrible age in 
which he lived. 
Surely it cannot be that the world 


is steadily growing worse, for such 
predictions have been made about it 
from the first. Yet had these pre- 
dictions been justifiable, humanity 
would long since have perished in 
its own rottenness. The world is al- 
ways changing, and though many 
things appear in the process which 
we regret, it contains beneficial re- 
sults. 


I am convinced that more gen- 
uine human goolness is diffused 
throughout society today than in 
any previous era. While moral 
progress may not have been unin- 
terrupted or continuous during the 
long history of man's development, 
nevertheless it has been the gradual 
course of the race. In fact, it had 
to be his course: otherwise he could 
not have survived. Those groups and 
nations which did not thus make 
headway dwindled and were ulti- 
mately replaced by those who did.

There is a certain amount of sul- 
phur in the perspiration, and it is 
jthc combination of this sulphur with 
the alloy in the gold and the silver 
in ornaments that results in the 
in—king, for a salt of sulphur that 
•s blr.-* is produced. 
The nose pieces of eyeglasses fre- 
quently have to be lined with cork 
or some fabric to prevent this stain- 
ing. 


I have nothing in TW literature 
that goes into this question exten- 
sively.

Cosmopolitan Bank and Trust Co., 
was closed today by O. C. Gray, state 
superintendent of banks, after 
a 


shortage of from $575,000 to $590,000 
was found in the bank accounts of 
the Henry L. Doherty Co. Cincinnati 
branch. 
The Doherty company was one of 
the largest depositors in the Cos- 
mopolitan bank. 
Gray ordered the bank to remain 


closed', saying its affairs were in 
the hands of the state. 
Examiners and county 
officials 


said a shortage cf more than $1,000,- 
000 existed in the books of Amos W. 
Shafer. former district manager of 
the Doherty company, and declared 
the seriousness of the shortage was 
emphasized by the fact the bank's 
capital, according to a published 
statement last March 27, amounted 
to only $637,377. 
Officials said the shortage was 
caused by stock . market gambling 
operations of Shafer. Shafer 
was 
arraigned 
on an 
embezzlement 


charge, waived examination 
and 


held to the grand jury under $15,- 
000 bond. 
Aside from being short nearly 


$600,000 ill his accounts with the 
bank, examiners said Shafer* was 
short at least $500,000 more in the 
accounts of customers of the Do- 
herty firm. 
' 
Many depositors lined up outside 
the doors of the Cosmopolitan Bank 
and Trust company and clamored 
for admittance, but bank watchmen 
allowed only bank employes to enter. 


Official investigators and exam- 


iners said the Henry L. Doherty Co. 
was.in no manner responsible for 
closing of the Cosmopolitan 
bank 
and that the situation arose from 
Shafer's speculations.

NEW YORK, June 10—Interest in 
Max Schooling's attempt to annex 
the crown discarded by Gene Tun- 
ney today bad attained fever heat 
proportions in Germany and among 
the people of Germany nationality 
in this country. 


No event since the war. with the 
possible exception of Commander 
Hugo Eckener's spectacular dirigible 
flights in the ZR-3 and the Graf 
Zeppelin, has aroused the German 
people as much as Der Maxie's en- 
counter with Jack Sharkey at the 
Yankee stadium Thursday 
night, 
according to cable advices. For the 
first time, a German climbs through 
the ropes with the chance of emerg- 
ing the heavyweight champion of 
the world. 


All Germany Aroused. 
Dr. Paul Schwarz, German consul 


in New York and a warm personal 
friend of Sehmeling's recently re- 
turned from Germany where, 
he 


said today, he found a great popu- 
lar interest in the forthcoming bout. 
The German people are proud that 
they have a representative fighting 
for the title, but they are not bom- 
bastic about it and if Max loses 
they will accept the result phil- 
osophically. 
Germany, in all probability, will 


listen in on a radio round-by-round 
broadcast of the battle. Final ar- 
rangements were being made today 
whereby the description of the bout 
will be sent across the Atlantic 
through the ether from Schenec- 
tady, N. Y. The arrangements are 
between the National Broadcasting 
company and the National German 
Broadcasting: company, the latter a 
government - owned monopoly.
